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THE TAX BILL IS THE THING 

Told bluntly that the tax rate for next 
year may be 57 mills, the Edmonton tax- 
payer feels a good deal like the cave-man, 
pictured on the comic page, who saw a 
dinosaur peek around the corner. He is 
filled with a sudden instinctive sense that 
something unpleasant is about to happen. 

But the alarm will subside as the pros- 
pect is surveyed in calmer mood. The tax 
rate is to go up because the assessment is 
to go down. As the assessment is to go 
down sixteen per cent, the tax rate will be 
hoisted automatically fourteen per cent 
The two are always in balance, like chil- 
dren on a teeter; when one is up the other 
is down. 

It is the tax bill, not the tax rate, that 
brings grief or joy to the taxpayer. The 
amount of his bill is the amount of his as- 
sessment multiplied by the rate. If the in- 
tended reduction in total assessment were 
made horizontally, every piece of property 
getting the same cut, next vear’s bills 
would be exactly the same as this year’s 
bills; if mext year’s council spends the 
Same amount of money as this year’s 
council. 

The reduction in assessment will not of 
course be horizontal. There is to be a re- 
adjustment as between the valuations of 
one piece of property and another. On 
that account—not because of the increas- 
ed tax rate—some taxpayers will have to 
pay more; but some will pay less. Taken 
all together they will pay the same sum 
as this year, if the expenditure is the 
Same. 

What the difference will be to the in 
dividua] taxpayer cannot be calculated a 
present; but whatever the difference i 
will be due to the readjustment of the as- 
sessments, not to the increase in the tax 
rate. 


PAY OFF THE BONDS 

Preparations are being made at Ottawa 
to issue a huge conversion loan. Bonds 
amounting to $500,000,000 are to be paid 
off—but with borrowed money. The new 
bonds will bear interest at 4 per cent. The 
old bonds carry from 5 to 5'» per cent in- 
terest. The saving in interest will amount 
to a large sum per year. If there were no 
other way of dealing with the bonds the 
proposal to thus replace them by bonds 
bearing a lower rate of interest would be 
in every way commendable 

But there is an alternative; one that 
would get rid of both bonds and interest 
finally, and in doing this would put $500,- 
000,000 of new money into circulation. In- 
stead of borrowing to renew the debt, the 
Government should print $500,000,000 of 
new money against the general credit of 
Canada, pay off the bonds, and burn them 
That would end the debt, principal and in- 
terest. But what is even more important 
it would release $500,000,000 of new 
money into the channels of industry and 
trade in Canada forthwith. 

Instead of getting a renewal note, the 
holder of the present securities would then 
be given cash in hand, cash which the 
Government did not want and would not 
borrow. What could he do with it but 
invest it in a business enterprise of some | 
sort or buy goods with it? In either case 
there would be an immediate increase of 
half a billion dollars of buying power in 
the country. 1e8s would pick up at 
once, employment would become more 
plentiful, prices and wages would tend to 
rise, the withering inf deflation 
would be checked, taxation would be re- 
duced by the amount of the interest bill. 

To “convert” the bonds would of course 
be better than to continus carry the 
outstanding issues with their abnormal 
interest demands upon th: vayers. But 
to renew the debt on any te: is neither | 
necessary, expedient nor justifiable. The 
bonds should be paid in cash, the burden 
of debt and interest lifted from the tax- 
payer absolutely, and a half billion of new 
currency thus put into circulatio:

When Quebec reports a deficit no on 
need ask what is the financial position 
of the other provinces. However they did 
it, and whatever their other faults or fau- 
ings, successive governments in Quebec | 


have established an enviable record in the 
matter of making ends meet. Excepting 
Prince Edward Island, whose completely 
settled area is a safeguard against heavy 
expenditure, Quebec has the smallest 
bonded debt per head of population of the 
provinces of Canada. 

._ Incidentally, it was a Quebec man who 
as premier of Canada gave the Dominion 
the most prosperous period it ever knew. 
And it was another Quebee man, Hon. 
James Robb, who capitalized the last per- 
iod of good times in Canada and paid off 
hundreds of millions of the public debt out 
of revenue. “The Quebec idea,” as it was 
once alluded to in parliament, is to make 
ends meet and keep down debt. 

The present deficit reported in the prov- 
incial accounts is attributed to the “extra- 
ordinary times’ and the unusual:calls for 
relief and relief work expenditure. That 
even thrifty Quebec has found the situa- 
tion unmanageable bespeaks the severity 
of the depression from which the whole 
country is suffering and the need of con- 
structive national action to combat its ef- 
fects. It is a real depression that puts 
Quebec in the red.

DISORDERS RARELY FOUND SINGLY 
The other day I examined a well-known radio 
announcer who complained of three very common 
disorders which are often found together. As I 
read the many thousands of letters which pour 
across my desk, I find that many of them deal with 
the same three. The three ailments which are so 
frequently found together are 
indigestion, flatulency and con- 
stipation.
